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1. Upon his return from Moscow, Uss, First Secretary of the Soviet Consulate in 
Tientsin, brought back a strong reprimand for Kurdyukov, Soviet Consul-General 
in Tientsin. According to A. I. Serebrennikov (2nd Vice Chairman of the Soviet 
Citizens" Asaceiation, Tientsin), a resident agent (unidentified) of VKP(b)* 
informed Moscow of Kardyulcov's inefficiency. Kurdyukov was blamed for having 
failed to create patriotic enthusiasm for repatriation and also for having 
failed to induce a sufficient number of young Soviet technicians to sign up for 
the first repatriation. The Tientsin repatriation passed almost unnoticed when 
compared with the first repatriation from Shanghai. Kurdyukov was also repri- 
manded for being too friendly with Soviet citizens when discussing the repatri-~ 


ation. ; even advised some of them to wait until later.
